College, apprenticeship, and high school courses will 
be offered in this semester’s curriculum of the Evening 
Division classes of Santa Ana college. Persons wishing to 
obtain college or high school credit should contact the

Another political deal was made 
last week when the question of the 
appointment of Dean Acheson as 
Secretary of State came before 
the Senate. Senator Conally, De- 
mocratic chairman of the Foreign 
Relations committe was strictly 
for approval of the appointment 
which meant that the majority of 
the commitiee, being good Demo- 
erats, would support Acheson. 


But Senator Vandenberg, the 
former Republican chairman of 
the important committee withheld 
support of Acheson until he had a 
Promise from Acheson that he 
would not appoint Sprulle Braden 
as Assistant Secretary of State in 
charge of Latin American affairs. 
When Acheson agreed the appoint- 
ment passed the committee by a 
vote of 13 to 0. 

Now Acheson, who is a good 


men. Outside of Sumner Welles, 
who is through with politics, Bra- 
den is probably the best man in 
or out of the State department to 


handle Latin American affairs. He 
favored the tough policy toward 
Argentina which has quietly dis- 
appeared, he is well acquainted 
with the people, their customs, and 
problems. and he has enough 
strength of mind to do what is 
needed toward bettering the med- 
iocre relations we now have with 
Latin America. 

The thing that bothers me is 
why did Vandenberg want to in- 
terfere in Latin American affairs. 
The way it looks he wants this 
country to stay on the good side of 
Peron and his gang. Such things 
as the future visit of Eva Peron 
to the United States, this easy go- 
ing policy toward a recognized dic- 
tatorship in Argentina, the pres- 
sure being applied to give Mar- 
shall Plan aid to Franco’s Spain, 
and Dictator Salazar’s Portugal. 
It’s all going to add up someday to 
something that the majority of 
Ameri¢an’s won't like. It will be 
interesting to see what’s going to 
happen. Frankly I think it will

We Take Issue With Einstein 


Recently Albert Einstein, chairman of the Emergenc 
Committee of Atomic Scientists, released a statement 
the public. It is rather deep but college students and es 
pecially history students should be interested in thinkin, 
about what the world-famous scientist discloses. 

In his report, Einstein said, “Today every citize 
lives in desperate peril. It is not only his own life whic} 
is menaced but that of his loved ones. We see the twiligh 
deepening over our great civilization. It is the fate o 
civilization itself—the edifice of creative thought an 
heroic labor which countless generations of humanking 
have built through the ages—which affects us so strong] 

“For the past two years we scientists have worke 
to inform our fellow-citizens that the old order has ende 
—that the emergence of atomic energy upon the worl 
stage has made necessary a reordering of world institul® 
tions to effect the abolition of wars. We-sought as a firs 
step public support for an agreement upon internation 
control of atomic energy. But such agreement has faile( 
because of the clash of rival nationalisms. The nations arf 
adrift upon a familiar sea. . .” 

This is the thesis of one of the world’s greatest minds 
not only scientifically but socially and politically. While we 
hesitate to questjon the conclusions of so renouned al 
authority we cannot go along with “The old order ha 
ended.”’ 

From cave man days, man has had for the first ordeg] 
of life survival. And survival called for fighting. He had 
to dominate and conquer the earth and the rest of thé 
creatures around him. As years passed into centuries h¢ 
achieved victory after victory. Each era found his fighting 
instincts more fully develoned and his tools more compli 
cated and extensive. 

Conquest feeds upon itself, and the unlimited eart 
offered mysterious and great opportunity. Men are bor 
to conflict. George Santayana put it this way: “If mej 
have nothing else to fight over they will fight over words; 
fancies, or women, or they will fight because they dislik¢ 
each other’s looks, or because they have met walking ir 
opposite directions. To knock a thing down, especially i 
it is cocked at an arrogant angle, is deep delight to thi 
soul.” 

Man has conquered the earth, the sea, and the air 
having made all nature serve him. Must he continue tf 
live as a conquefer? Or is he to retain those COnSEENCE 
qualities and live at peace? 

For mankind there is hope, of course, but it’s yet in 
distinct and uncertain. It is based upon a pale and blurr 
future when someday, maybe soon, after the age of ma 
terial development passes into endless time, spiritual ma 
will develop. Then, and not until then, can we say: “Th 
old order has ended.”’—G.G. p.
